The  Joseph  Pulitzer  chapter  of  Quill  and  Scrool,  an  interna- 
tional honor  society  for  high  school  journalists,  was  established 
at  Webster  High  more  than  thirty-five  years  ago.  The  chapter  was 
given  its  charter  within  a  year  after  the  Quill  and  Scroll  was 
organized.  The  chapter  is  named  in  honor  of  Joseph  Pulitzer,  the 
late  editor  of  the  Post-Dispatch. 

A  member  of  the  chapter  must  be  a  junior  or  senior  in  the  upper 
third  of  his  class.  He  must  show  superior  work  in  the  field  of  writ- 
ing, editing,  or  business  management.  He  must  be  recommended 
by  the  supervisor  of  his  journalist  work,  and  approved  by  the  na- 
tional Executive  Secretary  of  the  society.
